HAIFA - “Ninety nine per cent of Arab children speak 
Hebrew fluently. Few Jews speak Arabic, We are much 
more open to understanding.” 

The speaker was an Arab ‘mother, explaining Jewish- 
Arab relations in Israel to a group of Jewish law students 
from the U.S. here to study the country under the 
auspices of the Jewish Agency and their own National 
Jewish Students Network. 

“After the Independence War in 1948. when I was a 
child. our hope was that our children will be spared 
wars. Now we hope that perhaps our children’s children 
will be able to live in peace.” she added. 

The meeting of the visiting students with members of 
the Haifa-based Bridge peace movement of Jewish and 
Arab women devoted to peace through personal rela- 
tionships took place on Tuesday night at the Beit Ruten- 
berg youth centre on Mount Carmel. Bridge was found- 
ed in 1975 by a Jewish woman whose son was killed in 
the Six Day War. Its members include two cousins of 
MK Meir Kahane. 

The students asked questions and it was mainly the 
Arab women - Jihad Traki, Mouna Deeb. Lamia De 
Pina and Ridad Bahaus -- who did the answering. along 
with Daphna Kay-Venaky. 

They complained: “Jewish parents don’t want their

In a recent attempt at an exchange of visits, the Arab 
women said, all the Arab children went to the Jewish 
homes but none of the Jews came to the Arabs, “be- 
cause their parents wouldn't let them. They thought 
maybe the Arabs would poison their children. There 1s a 
real lack of information about Arabs among the Jews,” 
they said. 

‘Asked by a student whether it was not so much the 
fear of poisoning but the fear of intermarriage, the reply 
was: “So is it such a tragedy if a Jewish boy marries a 
Christian girl?” 

“Well, you don’t know my parents,” the student said. 

The Arab women said that “the gap is getting bigger 
and bigger.” The many meetings between Jewish and 
Arab schoolchildren the Education Ministry had 
planned have been abandoned since the start of the 
disturbances in the territories. 

Meetings such as in those organized by Bridge “are at 
least a little light in the darkness,” they said. 

Asked whether it was not more important that the 
men meet, as they were the soldiers the children looked 
up to, the answer was: 

“The Jewish fathers are soldiers and they must fight. 
But that doesn't mean they want war or hate the Arabs. 
Probably they want peace, too.”

Pakistan’s future is clouded by the 
fact that two of Zia’s most senior 
generals, regarded as potential suc- 
cessors, died with him in the strick- 
en C-130.

But certainly, Palestinian concessions to 
Israel from a mini-state would be al- 
most impossible to make in accordance with Isra- 
el’s requirement for defensible borders. 

Of course, Israel wil! face the argument that it 
doesn’t need defensible borders if it is at peace with 
the Palestinian national movement. But peace with 
a Palestinian entity will not end the Arab-Israel 
conflict. As long as the inter-state element of the 
conflict remains unsolved, Israel will continue to 
have to prepare against the principle threat to its 
existence -- an Arab war coalition. 


THIS HAS always been a second implicit assump- 
tion in the Israeli approach to the Jordanian op- 
tion. Any settlement of Israe!’s eastern border, 
especially a settlement that sacrificed Israel's stra- 
tegic depth, would have to take into consideration 
the deployment of the Jordanian armed forces as 
well as any other Arab armies on Jordanian soil. 
This consideration has become even more salient 
with the massive growth of the Iraqi Army over the 
last eight years, and the prospects of a substantial 
potential for an expeditionary force even after an 
Iraqi demobilization. 

It has always been understood that apy attempt 
to settle the Palestinian “core” of the conflict with- 
out eliminating the more heavily armed “peripher- 
al” threats would be strategically dangerous. 

A third implicit assumption in preferring a Jorda- 
nian option pertains to the militarization of territo- 
ries that Israel might relinquish. Just as it was a 
common assumption that Jordan could make terri- 
torial concessions, so was it commonly assumed 
that a West Bank linked to Jordan could allow the 
deployment of Palestinian units on the East Bank, 
leaving only local police forces in evacuated areas. 


Tt is noteworthy that neither of the two most 
notable Palestinian proposals for Palestinian state- 
hood -- that of Walid Khalidi and that of Bassam 
Abu Sherif -- discusses demilitarization, though 
both mention international guarantees. Neither 

does the Faisal Husseini document mention the 
demilitarization issue. 

Some Jewish proposals for a Palestinian state 
have stipulated that the new entity would have 

ific limits on the size of its armed forces. But 
the fact that the most diplomatically worded pro- 
posals for a Palestinian state find it difficult to refer 
to demilitarization illustrates how sensitive this is- 
sue is to a movement founded on the principle of 
“armed struggle.” 

Other implicit elements have been a part of 
Israel's fixation on the Jordanian option: the ques- 
tion of the locale of refugee resettlement, the his- 
torical preference for the “moderate” Hashemites 
against the threat of radical Palestinian 
natio 


BUT THE BASIC strategic concerns of the major 
Israeli political groups have underlined -- and still 
underline — Israeli preferences as to whar τὸ do with 
the administered territories. Even if the Jordanian 
option is passing from the scene, Israel's basic 
strategic concerns that conditioned its preference 
for that option have not changed. Perhaps for that 
reason, 3s Israelis are forced to consider a Palestin- 
ian option, they are increasingly attracted to seeing 
it applied to the East Bank before even considering 
its applicability to the West Bank. 

If King Hussein hoped to kill once and for all the 
“Jordan is Palestine” concept by distancing himself 
from the West Bank, at eat from the Israeli 
standpoint he has only increased that concept’s 
popularity. Those directing the peace process in the 
future, and particularly the U. ne Ὁ ought to consider 
that the more Israel is forced to deal with the 
Palestinian option, the more it will feel compelled 
to look to its conversion into the old Jordanian 


option.

And crucially, Lawrence as- 
suaged Churchill's fears that a 
Transjordan under Abdullah could 
become a base for anti-Zionist ac- 
tivity. If Abdullah were made ruler, 
Lawrence insisted, the British 
would be able to persuade him to 
check anti-Zionism. 

There was, of course, just one 
snag. The Jews, under the 1917 Bal- 
four Declaration,

IN MARCH 1921, Churchill set out 
for the Middle East, first attending 
the Cairo conference, where he 
swiftly overcame High Commis- 
sioner Sir Herbert Samuel's objec- 
tions to the creation of an indepen- 
dent Transjordan. 

Such a move, Samuel observed 
presciently, might cause “some 
probability of controversy in Pales- 
tine for some years on the question 
of Zionism.” But Churchill would 
have none of it, and set off for 
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Jerusalem and his talks with 
Abdullah.

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THE LABOUR PARTY yesterday patched 
up its election campaign platform in an effort 
to keep both its doves and hawks happy. But 
between party platforms and government pol- 
icy there is a large gap. Not only must a party 
win the election, but even if it does, it is 
virtually certain that it can only govern with a 
coalition of partners. And then the coalition, 
not the platiorm dictates policy. 

Since Israel’s electorate is well aware of 
this, it pays less attention to the precise for- 
mulae of platforms than the politicians 
believe. 

Perhaps more intriguing, therefore, than 
Labour's political planks is the relative scant 
party debate aroused by its social and eco- 
nomic planks. In pursuit of its national securi- 
ty aims, Labour is, after all, subject to vast 
domestic and international constraints. But in 
the area of social and economic policy it has 
much more scope and leverage, especially as it 
presides over the powerful Histadrut 
framework. 

It might be said, therefore, that despite the 
crisis that has enveloped major sections of the 
Histadrut and Labour Movement economy, 
and despite the ideological crisis that has be- 
fallen socialist parties everywhere, Israel’s ab- 
sorption with its Arab conflict has spared La- 
bour similar frontal confrontation with the 
problematics of its historical-ideological 
identity. 

Obviously, the Likud will not let Labour off 
the hook so easily during the electoral cam- 
paign. But the Likud is itself only an amalgam 
of conflicting social-economic views -- Herut 
populism and rather primitive Liberal free- 
marketism. Its domestic plank reflects no co- 
herent thought except to knock Labour. That 


Labour’s other drama 


may be good for sloganeering, but it melts 
quickly under the light of scrutiny. 

Thus, the one place where the Labour 
Movement cannot avoid genuine and serious 
confrontation with itself is inside the Hista- 
drut. For it is here where received values 
collide dramatically with present need. That 
collision cannot be reduced, as pooular criti- 
cism would have it, to the tension between the 
Histadrut functioning as labo union and 
functioning as employer. It goes deeper. It is 
the tension between a social philosophy that 
makes the worker an end in himself and a new 

rial economic philosophy that makes 
profit an end in itself. 

This is not the old 19th century concept of 
profit lining the pockets of capitalist owner- 
ship. Rather it is profit as the barometer of 
economic viability and social utility. Under 
this concept, management, labour, and the 
producing unit itself, be it factory or farm, are 
Judged by this single standard. Those who 
falter, forfeit their p Ἂ 

This approach has swept not only the west- 
ern world. but is aow being pressed in the 
communist bloc as well. The strains imposed 
by this technocratic conceptual revolution are 
evident almost everywhere. 

For the values of social democracy, repre- 
sented in Israel by the Labour Movement and 
the Histadrut, the challenge is also plain. How 
to honour the imperative of efficient produc- 
tion and yet not reduce the men and women 
who are the producers, to means rather than 
ends. Out of this great historic drama, being 
played out in Israel within the Histadrut, 
there may yet emerge not merely a favourable 
bottom line for Koor, but also a new theory of 
economic utilitarianism with a human face.

For this, jails 
and deportations do not provide better an- 
swers than clubs and tear gas. The places of 
those who are removed will simply be taken 
by others. At best, such crackdowns are short- 
term expedients. But they are useless in the 
long term.

The road to the Jewish 
vote runs via Israel 


BARBARA BUSH addressed an 
adoring Jewish audience here the 
other day and literally gushed love 
for Israel. 

In an appearance before the 
“Bush for President National Jewish 
Campaign Committee Breakfast” in 
a plush hotel ballroom. Mrs. Bush 
fondly recalled her two trips with 
her husband to Israel. The white- 
haired, matronly prospective first 
lady said she “fell in love with this 
tiny little country (and its) passion- 
ate and learned people.” 

Israel. she said, “is a strong dem- 
ocratic ally” of the U.S. Possibly 
alluding to reports that during the 
early years of the Reagan Adminis- 
tration her husband had urged Presi- 
dent Reagan ta get tough with Isra- 
el, Mrs. Bush said, in a curious turn 
of phrase, “George Bush has no 
dark side,” and would never let Isra- 
el down.

remarks, Barbara Bush rushed to 
her next appointment. a “Black 
America Salutes Mrs. Bush” recep- 
tion in another ballroom down the 
hall.

THE REPUBLICAN Middle East 
plank eamed a rave from Aipac ex- 
ecutive director Thomas Dine, who 
called it “the best statement of 
America’s interest in that part of the 
world that has been produced by 
either party in history.” Sources 
conversant with the thinking at Ai- 
pac denied that Dine’s remarks con- 
stituted an endorsement of Bush 
over Dukakis; but admitted that the 
Statement was as much a rebuke to 
the Democrats for praising Jackson 
and debating Palestinian self-deter- 
mination as it was an expression of 
gratitude to the Republicans for 
their strong platform piank. 

Mrs. Bush was not the only GOP 
star putting in appearances before 
Jewish groups here. Nearly the en- 
tire Reagan cabinet turned up at 2 
National Jewish Coalition reception 
late Wednesday to remind Ameri- 
can Jewry of the Administration's 
strong support of Israel. and to ask 
for the community's supprt in what 
is expected to be a very close elec- 
tion. The most moving speech was 


that of Secretary of State George 
Sbultz, who spoke of his “very deep 
friendship and warmth” for the 
American Jewish community, while 
affirming that “peace will only come 
from direct negotiations between Is- 
rael and its neighbours.” 

Given ail those good Republican 
vibrations. one might have expected 
to see American Jewry stampeding 
in the direction of the elephants. 
Some such migratory movement 
may indeed be in the offing. But 
after a week of watching the Repub-

port city, the observer left with the 
distinct feeling that the party did not 
help its chances-of winning the Jew- 
ish vote with its performance here. 
Part of the problem was stylistic. 
Despite undeniable efforts to reach 
out to minorities, the Republican 
party, as represented here, remains 
overwhelmingly a white Christian 
party; only two per cent of the dele- 
tes were Jewish and three per cent 
Biack (compared to six per cent Jews 
and well over 20 per cent blacks at 
the Democratic Convention). 
Watching the mostly lily-white and

BUT THE CRUX of the problem 
could be found in the party plat- 
form, the same platform so support- 
ive on the subject of Israel. On do- 
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Mestic issues, the platform was a 
strongly conservative document 
with “red meat" planks. 

The platform's staunch stand 
against abortion, for example, fails 
to make any exemption for rape, 
incest or even cases in which the 
mother's life is endangered. Other 
platform planks cali for voluntary 
prayer in the public schools, tuition 
tax credits to private schools, includ- 
ing religious schools, and required 
recitations of the pledge of alle- 
giance in schools. The platform also 
pointedly excludes support for the 
Equal Rights Amendment, gun con- 
trol, and anti-discrimination laws 
for victims of Aids. 

Bush's selection of Sen. Daniel 
Quayle (R-Ind.) was a distinct dis- 
appointment for Bush's Jewish sup- 
porters, most of whom had hoped 
Bush would pick a running-mate 
with a strong record of support for 
Israel and issues of Jewish interest, 
like Sen. Bob Dole (R-Kans.), Rep. 
Jack Kemp, or Jeane Kirkpatrick. 


Quayle, one of the candidates for 
the vice-presidency most enthusias- 
tically pushed by movement conser- 
vatives, has a decidedly mixed re- 
cord on Israel; he supported 
strategic cooperation between the 
U.S. and Israel, while backing most 
Administration arms sales to Saudi 
Arabia and Jordan, and opposed 
eg ie the foreign αὶ τα during 

ryear cofigressi career. 
Both Ajpac and Israeli Ambassador 
to the U.S. Moshe Bar issued 
statements praising le as a 
friend of Israel. But other observers 
here believe Quayie’s ardent advo- 
cacy of the New Right agenda may 
outweigh his enthusiasm for strate- 
gic cooperation in Jewish minds. 

Nor would the GOP's platform 
promise not to recognize a Palestin- 
ian state under any condition, have 
as much impact as anticipated, if, as 
rumoured, Yassir Arafat were to an- 
nounce a decision to accept a Pales- 
tinian state alongside Israel. Henry 
Hyde, an influential iinois Repub- 
lican remarked, “If a comprehen- 
sive settlement could be worked 
out, it is difficult to predict whether 
some form of Palestinian state might 
evolve. This kind of statement in a 
platform is a political assertion sub- 

ject to change." 

Sen. Orr Hatch (R-Utah), a 
strongly pro-Israel conservative, 
was somewhat more muted but also

The cable TV 
gamble 


WITHIN THE next five years, as 
many as 70 per cent of all Israeli 
households will be hooked up to 
full-scale, legal cable television. 

That the country’s long-deprived 
viewers — limited for years to one or 
two channels — will eventually be 
able to tune into a cornucopia of 
foreign and local programmes on as 
many as 25 stations. constitutes 
nothing less than a revolution. With 
the competition for cable TV fran- 
chises around the country now 
swinging into full force, this revolu- 
tion may already be at our 
doorsteps. 

This week, ICS, a group com- 
prised mainly of American inves- 
tors. won a franchise for the Beer- 
sheba region, becoming the third 
consortium to get in on the action. 
Earlier this month, a franchise for 
the Petah Tikva region was awarded 
to Arutzei Zahav, a group made up 
of Aurek-Zahav, Tadiran, and Ye- 
diot Aharonot, and a franchise for 
Bat Yam-Kiryat Shmona was won 
by Ma’Arechet Tikshoret Bichva- 
lim, a group of local and foreign 
investors, including Messrs. Gib- 
stein, Dankner, and the Ma‘ariv 
newspaper. 

Tenders for another 27 franchises 
around the country -- each compris- 
ing an estimated 40,000 households 
~ will be issued by the end of this 
year, with the final decisions on all 
tenders expected no later than next 
April. Now under bid are the areas 
of Tel Aviv-Givatayim, Rishon !e- 
Zion, and Ashdod-Ashkelon. 

According to David Harnik, head 
of the Cable Television Council, the 
total investment required to set up a 
cable television infrastructure in Is- 
rael will be on the order of half-a- 
billion dollars. Partly because of the 
risky nature of the business and the 
uncertainty about the extent of de- 
mand for this service, no estimates 
are yet available on the revenue ca- 
ble television is expected to 
generate. 

Indeed, even British press lord 
Robert Maxwell has his doubts. 
When Maxwell bought into Ma’ariv 

a few months ago, the newspaper's 
management quickly voiced its 
hopes that the financial backing pro- 
vided would improve its chances of 
acquiring a chunk of the cable TV 
market. Addressing a group of 
newspaper editors several weeks 
ago, however, Maxwell cautioned 
that based on his own experience of 
cable TV in Britain, the business 
was fairly risky. 

One of the country’s more suc- 
cessful businessmen, who asked not 
to be named, not long ago echoed 
this sentiment. He said he preferred 
to stay out of the uncertain business 
of cable television, when it was clear 
the economy was heading for a re- 
cession just as soon as the elections 
were over. 


China hosts 15 million tourists in first half of year | Robert Maxwell weighs 
anchor for New World | 


BEING (AP) -- A record 15 mil- 
lion tourists visited China in the first 
half of the year, providing the na- 
tion with $1 billion in much needed 
foreign currency, the National 
Tourism Administration said. 

An administration official said 
there were more than 14 million visi- 
tors from Hongkong, Macao, and 
Taiwan, up 20.1 per cent, while oth- 
ers totailed 851.606, an increase of 
10 per cent, the China Daily said 
yesterday. 

Eamings were up 26.6 per cent. 
according to State Statistical Bureau 


figures. 


OTHERS, WHILE admitting the 
business is risky, have apparently 
not been frightened off. In fact. ac- 
cording to Harnik, the Israeli cable 
TV market has generated particular 
interest among investors abroad. 
Aside from Maxwell, Ma’‘arechet 
Tikshoret Bichvalim, the group 
which won the Bat Yam-kKiryat 
Shmona franchise, inctudes an 
American Jew in the cable TV busi- 
ness, Peter Gilbert. 

Despite its current financial pre- 
dicament. even Koor is willing to 
have ἃ go. The concern’s telecom- 
munications subsidiary, Koornet, is 
currently bidding for several fran- 
chises with Redifusion, a well- 
known Swiss telecommunications 
company. The Swiss firm, say Koor- 
net executives. is convinced the Is- 
raeli market has great potential. 

Lf preliminary surveys of the mar- 
ket stand correct. they may be right. 
The potential penetration rate for 
cable TV in Israel is in the range of 
60-70 per cent -- considerably higher 
than the just over 50 per cent rate 
registered in the U.S. According to 
various estimates, as many as 
200,000 households already sub- 
scribe to pirate cable companies to- 
day. The improved service and 
greater variety of programmes that 
legal cable TV will offer can only 
serve to increase this demand. 

In the U.S., where cable TV al- 
ready has 45 million subscribers, an- 
nual revenues generated from the 
business stand at $12.7 billion - 
twice the value of Israel's entire ex- 
ports. But in order to break even in 
the Israeli market, says Itamar Giv- 
ton who represents Ma’arechet Tik- 
shoret Bichvalim, cable companies 
will have to achieve a penetration 
rate of at least 50 per cent. And 
that’s just one of the risks involved. 

“Nobody before has ever tried to 
dig under an entire city in Israel 
within a year-and-a-half,” says Giv- 
ton. “It took the Electric Corpora- 
tion and Bezek all of 40 years to do 
it.” 
What's more, he continues, it's 
unclear whether the pirate cable 
companies will be “good boys and 
go home or decide to make trouble 
instead.” Technological develop- 
ments within the next few years 
could also change the entire face of 
the world telecommunications in- 
dustry, and the cable TV business 
with it. “Direct broadcast satellites 
could take away our entire busi- 
ness,” wars Givton. 


EVERY GROUP that wins a fran- 
chise will have to invest a hefty sum 
of between $15-520 million over the 
next five years; which explains why 
Israeli investors are suddenly so 
keen on teaming up with foreigners. 
This investment will include the 
costs of underground wiring and in- 
stailation, building a studio, pur- 
chasing receiving “dishes,” other

After a stormy hours-long meeting held yesterday to hammer out the 


Labour Party’s platform, Labour hawks and doves expressed satisfaction 
with a final version that omitted a clause about the “Palestinian option.” 


The hawks prevented the inclusion of the clause, and the Political 


Platform Council approved the proposal, drafted earlier this week. 


Labour Chairman Shimon Peres changed the “Jordanian-Palestinian 
state” to the less binding ‘‘Jordanian-Palestinian political solution,” leaving 


the issue open to interpretation. 


Consequently, a sub-clause of the part outlining Israel's goals in the peace 


negotiations, was 


from “ἃ solution of the Palestinian problem 


within the framework of a Jordanian-Palestinian state,” to “a Jordanian- 
Palestinian political solution to the Palestinian problem.” 


The hawks noted that any negotiations with local Palestinian representa- 
tives would be only over interim agreements, but not over peace negotia- 
tions or for a permanent settlement. These would be conducted only with 
Jordan and/or ἃ Jordanian-Palestinian delegation. 

The doves on the other hand claimed there is added flexibility in the new 
platform. They said an opening for negotiations with Palestinians is provid-

But commentators here are pointing 
out that Bush's promise to stand by 
Quayle is reminscent of the 1972 
Democratic nominee's assertion 
that he was “1000 per cent” behind 
vice presidential nominee Sen. 
Thomas Eagleton, after it was re- 
vealed that Eagleton had received 
shock treatment for depression. 
One week later, Eagleton withdrew 
from the ticket at McGovern's 


request. 

When first pressed by reporters 
on the issue, Quayle seemed to dis- 
miss the problem by calling it a 
“cheap shot." But he later seemed 
to acknowledge the severity of the 
problem, saying “I did not know in 
1969 that 1 would be in this room 
today, I confess." He added: “I 
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would have signed up [to go to Viet- 
nam] if my company had been 
called. I would have gone ~ pure and 
simple... was proud and am very 
proud because of my service in the 
oe Gaard.” 

revelations are particularly 
damaging because Quayle is a pro- 
military conservative, who had al- 
ready begun to paint Democratic 
nominee Michael Dukakis as weak 
on defence. 

The military service scandal is 
only one of Quayle's political prob- 
lems. There are also questions about 
Paula Parkinson, a former Washing- 
ton lobbyist.

Quayle spent a golfing weekend at a 
Florida vacation home with several 
congressmen and Parkinson, who 
later posed nude for Playboy Maga- 
zine. The scandal cost one Con- 
gressman his job, but until now has 
not affected Quayle, who has said 
he left the vacation home soon after 
Parkinson arrived.
